more than 130 times, has reduced 
its 
illiteracy from 95 per cent to 20 per 
cent and reduced its death 
rate 
by 
one-half. 
It has risen to the owner­ 
ship of more than 750,000 homes. 
“The greatest single factor in the 
progress of the negro race has been 
the schools, private and public, 
es­ 
tablished and

moral jail, which is almost as bad as 
a physical one. 
If all of us spent a little less than 
we made, or at least refused to cum­ 
ber ourselves with obligations 
we 
cannot pay, we would lead freer lives 


and be better able to grasp our op­ 
portunities and enjoy existence.

TAX AND SCHOOL LEGISLATION 
AREAL ACCOMPLISHMENT 


“The most far reaching piece 
of 
legislation enacted in this State since 
the passage of the publy: school act”. 
This is the estimate placed by lead­ 
ing citizens upon the Survey meas­ 
ures passed by the General Assembly 
and which has just been signed 
by

the foundation for the establishment 
of the three main principles advocat­ 
ed by the Survey Commission; tax 
equalization, educational equalization 
and institutional rehabilitation.

By the enactment of the Income 
Tax Bill the State has definitely es­ 
tablished the principle of a graduat­ 
ed tax on the incomes of individuals.

of 
Tuskegee Institute. Established half 
a century ago by Booker T. Washing­ 
ton through initial aid from the State 
of Alabama, it has grown into a great 
national educational institution 
de­ 
voted to the development of the ne­ 
gro race and maintaining at all times 
a leadership in its advancement. 
“It is now over 60 years since the 
negro was released 
from 
slavery. 
The fiftieth anniversary of the found­ 
ing of Tuskegee marks at the same 
time almost the semi-centennial of 
lege and 
university. 
These public 
the race has multiplied its 
wealth 
more than 130 times, has reduced its 
illiteracy from 05 per cent to 20 per 
cent and reduced its death 
rate by 
one-half. It has risen to the owner­ 
ship of more than 750,000 homes. 
“The greatest single factor in the 
progress of the negro race has been 
the schools, private and public, es­ 
tablished and 
conducted 
by high- 
minded self-sacrificing men and wo­ 
men of both races and all sections ot 
our own country, maintained by the 
States and by private philanthropy, 
covering the whole field of education 
from primary school through to col- 
negro progress. 
Within that period
